In an August 24 letter to Secretary 
of the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) Kimberly 
Bose, Town Manager Jeffrey Hull 
expressed ongoing concern about 
the most recent proposed lateral 
line which is planned to run in close 
proximity to the Benevento quarry. 

“This correspondence raises con- 
cerns,” said Hull. “There should be 
an independent evaluation.” 

Hull informed that the Town had 
reviewed the July 24, 2015 draft 
resources report filing from Kinder 
Morgan regarding the proposed 


Northeast Energy Direct (NED) 
project determining that from 
review of that proposal, “It is evi- 
dent that the Town of Wilmington 
will be subject to long term impacts 
that do not result in any benefit to 
its residents.” 

Correspondence, thus far, has been 
unclear as to whether NED is neces- 
sary, and construction will result in 
a condition of overdeveloped 
pipeline in the New England area, 
with a conclusion that the Town 
“strongly prefers a no-build alterna- 
tive.” 


Kinder Morgan first presented 
their proposal for a new gas trans- 
mission pipeline in the Town to-the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmert on 
July 10, 2014. Over an 8 to 9 month 
period, the proposed route was 
reviewed and carefully evaluated by 
the Town, particularly Town 
Engineer Paul Alunni. 

The Town continues to be opposed 
to the original proposed location as 
the lateral would directly affect the 
Zone 1 protective radius for 2 of the

ADOPTIONS 


| Adopting a child from a foreign coun- 

try gets the parents the same tax credit, 

$13,400, as adopting domestically. The 

only different is in the timing to claim 

the credit. The credit for the expenses of 

adopting a foreign-born child must wait 

until the year that the adoption is final. 

2 (Note that there is a limit to the tax 

credit, even if the parents spent far more to adopt the child.) 

If the child comes from a foreign country that is not a party 

to the Hague Adoption Convention and is then re-adopted 

within a year or two in the home state in which he or she will 

live, the parent/taxpayer gets to select which year is the year 

of finality: the year the foreign decree was adopted or the 
year of re-adoption. 

The federal law does not actually require re-adoption, 
though some states do, and some parents may choose to do 
so for general precautionary reasons, or if they wish to re- 
name the child or get a birth certificate from that state. If 
the child is not officially re-adopted, the taxable year in 
which a competent authority in the foreign country issues a 
decree of adoption will be considered the year of finality for 
tax purposes. Congratulations! And welcome to the little one.

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here I am. 

We, as a family, lived in this neighborhood about 14 years 
ago. We lived in the town of Brunswick, where we first saw 
Ben Coffin and his five big sons, all lobster fishermen. There 
was another son, a very small one, in a carriage, who drank 
“sody pop” out of a nippled tonic bottle. Well, he is 15 today 
and owns his own lobster boat and goes by the house every 
morning, out in the bay, singing his heart out. I wonder if we 
don’t miss some of the good things in life, with all our civiliza- 
tion. 

The Coffins are a famous family in these parts. Robert 
Tristam Coffin was one of them. We knew him, personally, 
years ago. His poetry will live forever. But then, the very evi- 
dent and festive touch of God’s Hand up here would move any 
man spiritually. 

We, the kids and I, drove over to Orr’s Island this morning, 
through a narrow, rockbound road that looks as tho’ it were 
blasted out of solid stone, in spots. We came to a little old 
cemetery, and I just had to get out and have a look at some of 
the grave markers. I find it a fascinating business; and so, 
with the two kids, I tippy-toed from one old headstone to 
another, reading the life and death extollations of men and 
women who lived 150 years ago. I found what I wanted to 
know: why they named it “Orr’s Island.” 

The Cemetery was half full of sea captains, their wives and 
their descendants, all Orrs, who had been born, gone to sea, 
and died finally, on this small island. Capt. Samuel Orr, the 
first of the Orrs to be buried here, had lived a good, long life, 
and died at the age of 84. He was at rest beside his good wife, 
Johanna Toothacher Orr, from Portland, who also saw a good 
full life. 

They were the longest lived, however, of all the Orrs, as 
David Orr had gone at a very early age, 21,, I think, and 
although the wife of David lived to be 74, their children had 
buried at tender ages, even before they reached their man- 
hood. 

A Capt. James Orr, in another part of the graveyard, had 
been 53 years old, and his daughter only 14, when they were 
interred. I should have been there yet, had not a gentle voice 
beside me said, “We didn’t think we were going to spend our 
vacation in a graveyard.” 

I suddenly came back to the present, but took one last look 
around the wold, lonely country and wondered how these peo- 
ple existed in those days of yesteryear and what brought them 
to such a place to live. Probably the same peace filled their 
hearts as they gazed about the majestic countryside, and they 
decided to become a part of it. I thought of a long-lost poem 
that spoke of “buying hyacinths to feed thy soul!” They sure 
had the hyacinths, and a lot more, and their souls were well- 
nourished. 

Still dwelling with the old sea captains as I drove back down 
the road, we passed an old country schoolhouse, in whose yard 
little children were hard at play, with a summer supervisor. 
She wore a pair of white shorts and a T shirt, and it sure 
brought me back to the present like a bolt. The little boys were 
strictly from the country, all needing haircuts, and the little 
girls were barefoot, but the teacher was like something trans- 
planted from Boston. And that is the rugged spirit that brings 
high civilization to these corners of the earth. 

And so, back home, if I may use the word. We park our car 
at Coffin’s Lobster Pound, get into our rowboat, and head for 
the island. You will please excuse the mistakes that I have 
made in the typing of this missive, as I am doing this by the 
light of a kerosene lamp. We have not heard a radio or seen a 
television since landing here, and the ticking of the clock, 
which would be unbearable at home, comes as a mighty 


friendly sound up here. And that reminds me, I think I should 
wind said clock about now, or I won’t even have that. Good 
night, Boss, and, as they say here, Good Fishing! 


Dear Boss, 

Incidentally, as I boarded my rowboat Monday, I changed to 
ask my landlady, Mrs. Ben Coffin who lived in the only other 
house on our island. I did not think that any other person 
would be able to brave the solitude of the place, as we are 
doing. I was right, as I found out. 

She said, “Oh, you'll never see those people. Flight men from 
the Air Base have rented it since May, but they very seldom ~ 
come there, except when they’re off. 

I didn’t want to seem inhospitable, but at the same time I 
wanted to shriek, “Eight men! Why in Heaven’s name didn’t 
you tell me?!” But I smiled bravely and said, wasn’t that nice? 

Three days went by without incident. Then, on Wednesday 
afternoon as I stepped out to sun myself and to bake my bum 
leg, I chanced to look down on the dock, to the far right. There 
were five or six tanned young giants, in bathing trunks, with, 
I presume, the same idea. They, to all appearances, were very 
tired, and I stole back into the house and just did nothing. I 
thought how to handle the situation, should they start tearing 
the island apart or something, as the night wore on. 

Well, it got dark, and still no sound of disturbance from yous 
der cottage. I decided to seize the bull by the horns. I started 
a fire down on the rocks, got out the inevitable weinies, : cand 
proceeded to have a swell weinie roast for the little kids; = * #3 

The door of the distant cottage opened slowly, and I could see 
the dimly lighted room behind them as they stepped out,-orie: 
by one, and looked at us. I felt a little ashamed of myself, aa 
shouted, “Come on down and have a weinie with us.” = +i? zi i 

They didn’t need a second invitation. They all piled, one ov ver, 
the other, down to our fire and introduced themselves.2T 
cut long sticks from the brush, dove into the franks, and-Had 
a party going in no time at all. Gail sang her Girl Scout Sorigs: 
for them, and they laughed. They sang some more, songs frony 
their particular parts of the country. They said they bat pdt 
had a weinie roast since school days. 4 

They were all kids, like my own sons, no different.2 ey 
talked about their little sisters, back home, and their ambi- 
tions, after their hitches are over. One boy comes fropr the 
Smoky Mountains, in Carolina, another from the Florida 
swamplands. A third, by the name of Joyce, said he has réla- 
tives in Wilmington, Mass. “I know your uncle!” I said. “He 
passes the basket at our church on Sundays.” “Yup,” he came 
back, “that’s my rich uncle.” 34 

This was greeted with a howl that rocked the black bats:

“Oh yeah?” asked Gail innocently, “What nape

We are all good friends now, and when I hear the bellow 
of deep voices, I feel assured, at night, that we are well- 
ed by some of our country’s finest, and I wonder how eats 
we would be if we hadn’t had that weinie roast.

ust think, if you go back only thirty or forty years (a 

relatively short time in history) there were no self- 

help books in stores. Sure, there were books about 
psychology and related fields, but we hadn’t gone off the 
deep end yet. Now self-help is probably one of the largest 
sections in any book store. I’m so curious about what led us 
down this road. 

For sure, John Lennon has to take some of the credit, or 
blame, depending on your point of view, for this change. In 
1966 his trip to India to “find himself” through 
Transcendental Meditation sessions with the Maharishi 
Mahesh Yogi was widely reported. And as we all know, John 
Lennon (and the Beatles) greatly influenced culture in the 
United States and elsewhere. The 1960s were all about “get- 
ting in touch with one’s feelings” - the start of discussing, 
analyzing and over-thinking our every thought and action, 
every waking minute. 

My introduction to “visualization” was in the middle 1970s 
when I read “Creative Visualization” by Shakti Gawain. The 
concept of using the power of your imagination to achieve 
what you want was new to me. Over the years, I’ve re-read 
that book several times, being fascinated with the idea of 
mental imagery to produce change. In recent years the the- 
ory has resurfaced, mostly as a guide for self-healing and 
wellness. 

At that time some of my friends were practicing “Rolfing,” 
the technique of manipulating the body connective tissue in 
order to release stress patterns. And we attended 
“Channeling” gatherings; believing that-~you could receive 
thoughts and draw strength from the spirit world through a 
medium. 

My bookcase still holds all of Adelle Davis and: Carlton 
Frederick’s books, written in the mid-1960s. Both of these 
widely-read authors were the first to popularize the holistic 
approach to proper diet. It’s probably safe to say they were 
behind the deluge of books on health and nutrition that fol- 
lowed, greatly affecting our awareness about how our food 
is grown, processed and packaged. 

For years I cooked the “lost grains” and sprouted alfalfa 
and mung beans, and sprinkled Brewer’s yeast and desic- 
cated liver on my food. Following the advice of Linus 
Pauling (who I worshiped), I mixed powdered Vitamin C 
into juice every morning - something I have continued to do. 
I even opened a small health food store; when no one knew 
what they were, and went broke. So, you could say, I’m a 
true believer. But food is only one part of the search for the 
fountain of vitality. Getting some exercise is important too, 
but dealing with stress seems to be everyone’s number one 
worry, ironically speaking. 

Recently, meditation and mindfulness have become house-

It 
was really sad to re-live that day and the emotions I experi- 
enced that day. 

Sometimes our own lives take a sudden turn or twist that 
surprises us. Sometimes things happen that are beyond our 
control. There are days that feel like I am on a merry-go- 
round, where I am going in circles. But, merry-go-round rides 
are supposed to be fun and relaxing. I have to be in a certain 
frame of mind to “go nowhere”. 

I know that happiness and joy are a “state of mind”. It is a 
decision to be joyful and grateful. I can choose to'see the sun 
when it is cloudy. I can choose to “go nowhere” and not judge 
how much I get done in a particular day. Happiness is a 
choice. Grumpiness is a choice too. Grumpiness usually hap- 


', pens to me when I am so focused on myself, that I forget to 


listen to others around me. Listening to others’ concerns can 
bring me out of myself and lead me to the happiness decision. 

This is where hearing and listening to others is key to our 
mental health. If someone has a hearing loss, they can be 
stuck in their grumpiness because they cannot hear others 
accurately. Many times due to hearing loss, misunderstand- 
ings happen between family members. Miscommunications 
cause hurt feelings and a divide among family and friends.

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A Call to Action: Leaders from Greater Lowell 
collaborating to combat opioid epidemic 


Local police chiefs, health officers weigh in on impacts to communities 


Lowell, Mass. - Two weeks ago, two 
people died of an opiate overdose in 
Lowell. Four more were saved by 
Narcan administered by Lowell police, 
who were equipped with the life-saving 
drug just one month ago. 

These examples served to punctuate 
the spirit of collaboration and commit- 
ment expressed by leaders from across 
the Greater Lowell community on 
September 1 in a Call to Action press 
conference co-hosted by the Greater 
Lowell Health Alliance and Middlesex 
Community College. 

A gr@hp of nearly 100 members of the 
press and the community gathered at 
Lowell General Hospital’s Saints cam- 
pus Tuesday morning to hear the com- 
ments of GLHA Executive Director 
Kerrie _ D’Entremont, Lowell City 
Manager Kevin Murphy, Lowell Police 
Superintendent William Taylor and 
Middteséx District Attorney Marian T. 
Ryan: 

Botke’ Chief Timothy Sheehan of 
Tewksury and Chief Michael Begonis 
of Wilmington attended the conference. 
As previously reported, both have seen 
overdose rates climb steadily over the 
last ,year. Both police forces use 
Narcan to help reduce overdose related 
death, . 

The, 'GLHA organized the event for 
September 1 to kick off National 
Recoyery Month, which is followed by 
National Substance Abuse Prevention 
Month ir in October, during which sever- 
al events related to combating sub- 
stance abuse will take place across the 
region. 

Last year, the GLHA awarded $500,000 
in grants and program assistance to 
the Greater Lowell Community, 
$200,000 of which was dedicated to sub- 


stance abuse and prevention. This 
month D’Entremont announced a new 
request for proposals for $50,000 in 
Community Health Initiatives Grants, 
which will go toward several public 
health priorities, including substance 
abuse. 

“The GLHA is committed to working 
with our communities and substance 
abuse is a top priority,” D’Entremont 
said. “This problem is affecting all our 
communities and the only way we’re 
going to win this battle is by working 
together.” 

District Attorney Ryan said when she 
spoke at the event last year, the num- 
ber of overdose deaths in Middlesex 
County for 2014 at that point was 99. 
This year, the number is 131. 

“The numbers are the numbers,” 
Ryan said, “but take one second to 
think about 32 people. It’s not just 
those 32 people. For every one of them, 
it’s their family, their friends, their col- 
leagues - how big is the number being 
affected?” 

Ryan introduced three new initiatives 
her office will undertake to be more 
proactive to prevent substance abuse: 

¢Working with mental health partners 
and police chiefs across the county to 
introduce a Trauma-Informed 
Response Program to immediately 
help children present during an over- 
dose. 

¢ A program that targets young 
women at access points where they are 
open to education, particularly before, 
during or just after pregnancy, in 
response to the rising number of 
women struggling with addiction. 

e A new model of drug court that 
intervenes at the very beginning stages 
of addiction. 


“We cannot do this alone, and that’s 
why this gathering is so important,” 
Ryan said. “It represents recognition 
of that need we have for each other and 
the need we have to take what we have 
learned so far in this work, look for- 
ward and do the next phase of that 
work.” 

Murphy, the Lowell City Manager, 
praised the combined efforts of agen- 
cies across Lowell and Middlesex 
County for their commitment to com- 
bating opioid abuse. 

“It’s only by all of us working togeth- 
er, not just in the City of Lowell but the 
Greater Lowell area,” Murphy said. 
“So I ask all of you to join with us in 
combatting this scourge in our society 
and rid substance abuse.” 

Superintendent Taylor of the Lowell 
Police Department also stressed the 
need to work together. 

“Clearly we cannot do this alone,” 
Taylor said. “We need the police and 
the community to collaborate together. 
We need to be able to identify and elim- 
inate this problem, and evidence shows 
that collaboration between police and 
civilians who live in our community 
has success in ridding our community 
of drugs.”

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What We Need to Know on 


Alzheimer’s Awareness Day 


Celebrating Alzheimer’s 
Awareness Day on 
September 21 is a bit like our 
confrontation of global 
warming or the global popu- 
lation explosion; we under- 
stand the causes, but as a 
society, we have no idea how 
to respond. For Baby 
Boomers this is just the lat- 
est, and probably the last, 
great social upheaval we are 
to live thru: civil rights, the 
sexual revolution, 
Reaganomics and the inter- 
net. And now Alzheimer’s, 
the least silent killer we all 
live with but never discuss 
and choose to suffer thru in 
silence as our prayers 
remain unanswered. For 
according to the Alzheimer 
Association there is no cure 
or meaningful slowing of the 
disease process. 

We all have heard the sta- 
tistics. Currently there are 
5.2 million Americans with 
some form of dementia and 
that number will increase by 
38% in the next ten years 
reaching over 7 million. Put 
another way, 40% of the peo- 
ple reading this essay either 
you or your spouse will be 
directly afflicted by the dis- 
ease, if you reach your mid 
70’s. The dreaded monster 
of dementia is currently 
attacking our parents, but as 
we all know, it awaits each 
of us. 

We understand the disease 
process. As we age protein 
deposits and neurofibrillary 
tangles build up in the brain 
gradually shutting down 
brain function most notably 
in areas controlling short 
term memory and cogni- 
tion. Compounding this 
slow death is the inevitable 
consequence of our physical 
decline as our vision, hear- 
ing and mobility are chal- 
lenged. We are left living 
increasingly isolated and 
living in the past measuring 
‘time” not in minutes but in 
memories.” So the chal- 
lenge for our generation is 
how to embrace our long 
term memories to enhance

comfort, but perhaps more 
challenging, what do we do 
if one’s long term memories 
are frightening and trau- 
matic? This is the great 
conundrum. 

As a society facing this 
short term/long term mem- 
ory balance, we fall squarely 
on the side of trying to pre- 
serve short term memory as 
the preferred strategic 
approach. Memory care 
facilities are frequently 
marketing their ability to 
preserve short term memo- 
ry through exercise, diet, 
and computer games. If you 
see your physician, he will 
prescribe Aricept to slow the 
disease process, and when 
you turn on the television, 
you see commercials of jel- 
lyfish supplements and the 
benefits of mental exercise 
games like Luminosity, or 
learning a second language. 

This desire to try to keep a 
loved one in the present is 
understandable as we are 
terrified of losing the ones 
we love as they slip away 
into the past. But again as 
the Alzheimer’s Association 
will tell you, these approach- 
es are ultimately fool’s gold, 
and I believe the more effi- 
cacious approach is to give 
ourselves over to comforting 
long term memories such as 
religion, music, and joyful 
reminiscing. 

But if the past is terrifying 
or frustrating, the journey 


can be perilous. People 
with no history of mental ill- 
ness can be verbally abu- 
sive, violent, and para- 
noid. In dealing with this 
challenge the leader and 
pioneer is the underappreci- 
ated Naomi Feil. She calls 
her approach the Validation 
Method. 

Fundamental to Feil’s 
approach is that all behav- 
ior, no matter how irra- 
tional, has a cause in the 
past. If a woman tells me 
that there is a man in her 
room, she is not hallucinat- 
ing but reliving either a 
traumatic memory or 
expressing an 
unresolved life adjustment 
to say, sexuality or intima- 
cy. Modern psychology 
since Freud would tell us 
that thru psychoanalysis 
that discussing past sup- 
pressed memories we can 
properly put the event in 
perspective and help to 
adjust our behaviors. 

The problem however is 
that with dementia patients, 
they don’t possess the requi- 
site cognitive ability to 
process an analysis of the 
past and answer a “why 
“question. They are afraid 
and don’t want to relive the 
past yet because they are 
losing control as they age, 
they can no longer suppress 
these long term unresolved 
memories. 

Feil accepts this truth, but 
argues persuasively that 
thru empathy and non-judg- 
mental dialogue, that these 
stressful emotions can be 
relieved and lessened. To 
achieve this she recom- 
mends listening and 
attempting to elicit conver- 
sation by asking questions 
about the who, what, and 
when, of a disturbing memo- 
ry, but not the why. If a 80 
year old woman tells you 
that her father is picking 
her up for dinner, you don’t 
remind her that her father 
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died in a car accident 50 
years earlier forcing her to 
relive the tragedy, nor do 
you lie to her and tell her 
that he has just called and 
said he couldn’t make it 
tonight. Down deep, she 
knows you are lying and will 
lose trust in you. Rather 
Feil then suggest you say,” 
tell me about your father,” 
and let her talk. 

The great insight here is 
that thru a non-threatening 
dialogue with an empathetic 
and non-judgmental listener, 
painful emotions can be 
relieved and lessoned, with- 
out being traumatic and 
threatening. Feil offers 
many techniques to achieve 
this that include repeating 
phrases of the residents as 
questions, or asking an 
ambivalent question like “ 
was there ever a time that 
there wasn’t a man under 
your bed”? But the key 
here is that healing may 
occur thru expressing feel- 
ing without reliving 
them. And keep in mind 
that the only real alterna- 
tive to this model of care is 
either physical or pharma- 
ceutical restraints. 

So as we ponder these chal- 
lenges on Alzheimer’s 
Awareness Day, we must 
appreciate how daunting is 
that task before this genera- 
tion and how far we have to 
go before we have a mean- 
ingful model of care that 
offers comfort and healing 
to our loved ones and for 
ourselves. But if the Baby 
Boomers want to take a 
longer view, they should 
look at themselves and their 
own unresolved emotional 
issues while they still pos- 
sess the cognitive ability so 
that they can avoid a stress- 
ful and painful old age:

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Scam alert: How con | 
artists create fake versions 


of real emails 


A sophisticated new scam 
is targeting business and 
personal email addresses. 
Scammers create email 
accounts nearly identical to 
an existing account and use 
that new account to initiate 
wire transfers. 

How the Scam Works: 

You are working for a busi- 
ness that deals with contrac- 
tors or suppliers. One day, 
you receive an email that 
comes from your contractor, 
requesting to be paid by wire 
transfer. This is unusual, but 
you have a long standing 
relationship with this con- 
tractor, so you initiate the 
transfer. 

Watch out! The email may 
be a fraud. Scammers are 
hacking into email accounts 
and spying on messages sent 
by the account owners. Then 
they create a new, second 
account that looks very sim- 
ilar. It may differ by a single 
character. 

Con artists then use these 
new accounts to initiate wire 
transfers. In some case, the 
funds from the unauthorized 
transfers are sent to money 
mules located in the United 
States. These mules may be 


victims of employment 
scams. They may have no 
idea that their new. "job" 
involves moving money for 
scammers.

Director of the Reading 
Coalition Against Substance 
Abuse (RCASA), called the 
Drug Free Communities 
program a “transformative 
experience for our commu- 
nity.” With the help of the 
federal funding, RCASA 
launched the first local pre- 
scription drug collection 
program in Reading and 
helped pass sweeping town 
liquor polices. According to 
the Reading Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey, Reading 
has seen percentage 
declines in underage drink- 


ing, tobacco use, and related 
behaviors. McNamara said 
RCASA would use this year’s 
funding to continue combat- 
ing underage drinking and 
opioid abuse prevention. 


The Wakefield Unified 
Prevention Coalition has 
used Drug Free 


Communities funding since 
2013 to implement evidence- 
based strategies to reduce 
alcohol, tobacco and other 
drug use among Wakefield 
residents, especially youth. 
Coalition Director Catherine 
Dhingra said the Coalition 
will soon expand access to 
mental health services for 
young people in Wakefield. 
“Our data demonstrated 
many youth were suffering 
from anxiety, depression, 
and suicidal thoughts but 
were not being seen by a 
school counselor or a clini- 
cian. 

“We have worked hard to 
improve the school’s capaci- 
ty to serve our youth’s men- 
tal health needs and bring in 
outside resources. A signifi- 
cant amount of youth who 
develop substance use disor- 
ders have co-existing mental 
health conditions,” stated 
Coalition Director Catherine 
Dhingra.

TGP indicat- 
ed that the pipeline would 
be designed to “co-exist 
with the expected opera- 
tions at the site.” The Town 
responded with a request 
that TGP provide the Town 
with case studies of similar 
applications, which to date, 
have not been forthcoming. 

At FERC’s August 11, 2015 
scoping session in Dracut, 
the Crier had spoken to 
Benevento’s Operations 
Manager Bill Schneider. 
Schneider had addressed 
Kinder Morgan’s plan to 
reroute the pipeline in 
close proximity to the 
Wilmington based quarry, 
where blasting is done on a 
regular basis, telling the 
Crier, “When we _ told 
Kinder Morgan our con- 
cerns, they said, “Don’t 
worry about it.”” 

The project has met with 


opposition from Dracut 
through the northeast to 
Lynnfield where the lateral 
is proposed to begin and 
end. The details have 
remained somewhat cryp- 
tic and not particularly 
forthcoming bringing a 
flood of opposition from 
residents, conservationists, 
and legislators in the 
northeastern part of the 
state. 

In a September 10, 2015 
letter to Bose, 
Congressman Seth Moulton 
stated that while he appre- 
ciated FERC’s extension of 
the date, he made the point 
that while FERC has held 
four scoping meetings, for 
the purpose of garnering 
input from residents, “none 
of the scoping meetings 
have been easily accessible 
to residents affected by the 
proposed Lynnfield Lateral 


pipeline.” 

Legislators and potential- 
ly affected communities, 
dissatisfied with FERC’s 
stringent cutoff point of 
August 31, 2015, have 
expressed that the deadline 
be extended, resulting in a 
paltry October 16, 2015 cut- 
off date for public com- 
ments. 

Moulton further requested 
that FERC include a scop- 
ing meeting in the Sixth 
Congressional District of 
Massachusetts, which cov- 
ers the area of the pro- 
posed pipeline and beyond, 
but not so far from scope 
as the pipeline has been 
slated for towns beyond 
Lynnfield, for instance, 
Danvers and Beverly. 

The proposed project 
would upgrade infrastruc- 
ture in Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Hampshire,

Connecticut and 
Massachusetts, however 


Moulton weighed in, say- 


ing, “While [the project] 
has the potential to 
improve reliability — of 


access to energy during 
peak demand, my con- 
stituents have serious con= 
cerns about the impact’ of 
the proposed Lynnfield 
Lateral pipeline.” 

Kinder Morgan is one of 
Many energy companies 
vying for approval by 
FERC to extend pipeline; in 
their case, starting along 
the New York border; 
northwest to Northfield, 
and into Southern New 
Hampshire. From there, 
the plan is to include 37 
miles of additional lateral 
pipelines feeding off the 
main line, otherwise known 
as the Lynnfield Lateral:

Murray, then a freshman, 
who pitched the design to 
the 9/11 Memorial 
Committee five years ago. 
Even after Murray left the 
school, they continued on 
with her design. 

“Our main goal as a club 
has always been to educate 
students who may not even 
have been alive during the 


attacks,” said current com- 
mittee president Cora 
Vitale. 


Along with the memorial, 

the library will now serve as 
host to a piece of steel cut 
from the wreckage of the 
World Trade Center. The 
piece was secured through 
the efforts of John Brown, a 
retired lieutenant of the 
Wilmington Fire 
Department. 
‘Fire Chief Rick McClellan 
reminded students at the 
new High School of the sig- 
nificance of this piece. 

“To you students who are 
here every day, I just want 
you to remember one thing,” 
McClellan said. “When you 
look at that piece of steel, it 
looks just like a hunk of 
metal. It could’ve come 
from the hundredth floor, it 
eould’ve come from the fifti- 
eth floor, but we should 
never forget the journey that 
it, has taken to get to its final 
resting spot, here at 
Wilmington High School.” 

, Many of the freshmen that 
now throng the halls of 
Wilmington High School 
were only a year old, if not 
younger, when the towers 
fell. Next year will see fresh- 
men that have never lived in 
a; world with the Twin 
Towers standing, or a world 
without a War on Terror 
being waged. 

But part of Wilmington’s 
identity as a town is the way 
in which it honors its history 
of the fallen, as the audience 


was reminded by Lou 
Cimaglia, Director of 
Veterans Services and 
Selectman. Cimaglia 
described the attacks in 
exacting detail, connecting 
the fall of the towers to the 
traumas suffered at Pearl 
Harbor, and to the traumas 
which are still claiming the 
lives of men and women in 
the military, both in 
deployed troops and veter- 
ans, many of whom are 
afflicted with PTSD. 

“We Americans can never 
forget these attacks on 
America. And we can never, 
never forget. the men and 
women who perished while 
defending the freedom we 
enjoy every second of every 
day,” Cimaglia said. “We in 
Wilmington have not forgot- 
ten the sacrifices the brave 
men and women, and their 
families, that have made the 
ultimate sacrifice.” 

But the evening was not 
entirely. formed of somber 
reflections and tributes. The 
event also saw the opening 
of the time capsule from the 
old High School, buried in 
1950 by then-Superintendent 
Stephen Bean. Current 
Superintendent Mary DeLai 
welcomed both Gerry 
O’Reilly, vice president of 
the first graduating class of 
the old High School, and 
Deven Langenfeld, the presi- 
dent of the class of 2015, who 
will be the first seniors to 
graduate from a full year at 
the new High School. 

“What makes this night 
special for me is the conver- 
gence of the old and the 
new,” DeLai said. 

O’Reilly regaled the audi- 
ence with descriptions of the 
Wilmington of time gone by, 


using a refrain of 
“Yesterday, when I was 
young.” 


And then the time capsule 
was brought out for the

And like any teenage kid 
who doesn't really want to 
do what his or her parents 
tell them to do, he decided to 
take the easy way out at that 
time.

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Olson keeps long 
family tradition going

(Frank) Kelley created the 
teams and my grandfather 
was one of the first teams 
they had here. 

“Three of my uncles on my 
mother's side also ran cross 
country and track here. It's 
a family thing so that's how 
I got into it. I like running a 
lot and I enjoy keeping up 
the family tradition.” Olson 
added that her grandfather 
Albert Penny ran in the 1960s 
and her three uncles Jamie, 
Mark and Matthew Penny 
ran she believed in the 1980s 


and 1990s. 

Before Olson did get to 
WHS, she said that she com- 
peted in various different 
sports but elected not to stay 
with any of those others. 

“Until I became a runner 
my freshman year, I didn't 
do much,” she said. “I wasn't 
committed in sports and 
none of the other sports 
stuck. Then I went out for 
track my freshman year and 
that stuck. It just runs in the 
family I guess.” 

Now a few years later she 
is a senior co-captain of this 
year's WHS Girls Cross- 
Country team. She was 
among the team's top per- 
formers last year and will be 
looked upon to lead the team 
again this fall. That may be 
very challenging since the 
team is made up of just nine 
girls - seven girls make an 
official meet. 

“We have nine girls which 
is basically enough to have a 
team,” she said. “We actual- 
ly have surprisingly two 
freshmen girls. They just 
joined which is nice because 
we didn't have any freshmen 
join last year. The team is 
mostly seniors. We should 
have a good season and 
we're hoping for personal 
bests and stuff like that.” 

This year's team will most 
likely struggle in the win cat- 
egory, but if you ask Brian 
Schell -- who is now the girls' 
coach for the first year, as 
well as the boys coach now 
in his third year - wins may 
be tough to come by, but not 
leadership qualities. 

“In terms of girls I have 
coached in the past with 
track, Elizabeth can agree to 
disagree with me on this, but 
she is by far the hardest 
working female athlete I 
have ever had,” said Schell. 
“She knows that in this sport 
it's year round training. She 
trains year round through 
winter and spring track, 
with the summer with 
camps, running on her own, 
captain's practices and here 
with cross-country. 

“As a captain by doing 
those things she is showing 
me that she is leading by 
example by doing all of the 
work, in season and off-sea- 
son. She is doing whatever 
she can to help this program 
get better. 

“As a coach she makes my 
job so much easier. No mat- 
ter the season, track or 
cross-country, she comes 
into every season with goals 
for herself. The work ethic 
that she does, I have no 
doubt in my mind that she 


can reach all of her personal ,, 
goals this season as long as 


she stays healthy and every- 
thing goes right.” 
Last year as a junior Olson 


finished 30th at the 
Middlesex League 
Championship Meet 


(17:14.70) and then was 52nd 
at the Division 4 Eastern 
Mass Meet with a time: of 
21:14. 

From there she had solid 
indoor and outdoor track 
seasons, and entered this 
past summer with a bigger 
goal in mind - to get signifi- 
cantly better. In order to do 
that she did a lot of workouts 
on her own, while she also 
joined teammates Maeve 


Sullivan, Anna Delacruz, 
Annie Romanzo, and Conor 
Bailey of the boys team, for 
a week long cross-country. 
camp held in Stow, Vermont. 

“We pushed each other 
through that and we want to 
get better,” she said. “We 
went there for six days and 
we did different types. of 
workouts all week just to 
learn how to have a (proper) 
training schedule. It was 
really good. 

‘At the camp we talked to 
some college coaches, there 
was an olympic athlete who 
came in to talk to us and it 
just really helped us with a 
lot of stretching exercises 
and stuff like that.” 

After that camp, she came 
back and helped orchestrate 
the captain's practices along 
with fellow captain Sullivan. 
Shortly after that the pre- 
season started with Schell 
taking over after the retire- 
ment of longtime coach Tom 
Bradley. 

“For me personally (Schell 
is) my track coach so there's 
not much of a change,” she 
said. “But for cross-country 
it's been a lot different. Our 
longer road runs this year 
have doubled from what we 
did last year so the veterans, 
the people who have been 
here for a while, are now 
running six or seven miles 
for longer runs where last 
year we did like five miles 
for our long runs. It's defi- 
nitely stepped up a lot for 
the girls team and it's very 
different.” 

Besides running three sea- 
sons at WHS, Olson is also in 
the top 25 percent of her aca- 
demic class, is heavily 
involved in her church and 
with the community. She'd 
like to get into nursing when 
she graduates and is looking 
at a number of schools, with 
the possibilities of compet- 
ing in cross-country and 
track. She is also the oldest 
of two children with her sis- 
ter Kristen, who is a sopho- 
more at Austin Prep who 
plays volleyball and is a 
sprinter for the track pro- 
grams. 

And until Elizabeth does 
leave for college, she said 
that it's been the family type 
atmosphere with the cross- 
country program which 
makes it so enjoyable to be a 
part of. 

“I love being on the cross- 
country team,” she said. 
“Everyone is just so nice to 
one another. It's like a fami- 
ly. We all run together. Since 
we're one team this year, it's 
better than it's been in years

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
A family get-together starts 
out strange and quickly 
enters nightmare territory 
in "The Visit," a horror- 
thriller that turns soiled 
adult diapers into a motif. 

Told from a camera- 
equipped kids'-eye-view, M. 
Night Shyamalan's latest is 
well cast and strong on set- 
ting. But the dull thudding 
that resounds isn't part of 
its effective aural design; 
it's the ungainly landing of 
nearly every shock and 
joke. 

Notwithstanding the evi- 
dence of Shyamalan's fea- 
tures since the pitch-perfect 
"Sixth Sense," hope endures 
among fans that lightning 
will strike twice. In the 
wake of bloated recent out- 
ings "After Earth" and "The 
Last Airbender," that hope 
takes on a particular ferven- 
cy with this modestly scaled 
return to straight-up genre 
fare. That: anticipation will 
drive theatrical business for 
the feature, as will the lure 
of sheer horror fun, at least 
until word-of-mouth stems 
the box-office tide.

To give Mom time alone

and shock cuts. The writer- 
director's would-be sendup 
of down-home country com- 
fort tries to have fun with 
fairy-tale terrors.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
If nothing else, this reboot 
of the Transporter franchise 
should do wonders for Audi 
sales, not to mention car 
safety. Every passenger 
who sets foot in the tricked- 
out, gleaming German auto- 
mobile driven by the titular 
character is immediately 
ordered to fasten their seat 
belt. It's sound advice, 
because "The Transporter 
Refueled" is a cinematic 
bumpy ride. 

Arriving seven years 
after the final installment of 
the trilogy originally star- 
ring Jason Statham, this 
latest version, inexplicably 
set in 2010, features a 
younger, slighter Frank 
Martin as played by Ed 
Skrein ("Game of 
Thrones"). It's a real dimin- 
ishment, and not just in 
physical terms. Skrein 
moves well and has the req- 
uisite model-ready - good 
looks, beautifully cared-for 
stubble and gruff, rumbling 
voice that make him 
machismo personified. But 
compared to his predeces- 
sor, he's seriously lacking in 
charisma, and his relent- 
lessly monotonous perform- 
ance: fails to rev up the 
film's engine. 

Fortunately, Ray 
Stevenson is on hand to pro- 
vide some necessary energy 
to the proceedings. The 
actor is clearly having a 
good time playing Frank's

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dad — he persistently 
addresses his son as 
"Junior" — a rakish Evian 
sales rep who's not so 
secretly a government 
agent.
